MOSCOW: His Imperious Majesty t the Csar, held a press conference 
today in which he condemned Austrian aggression and warned of 
dangerous consequences for the wholly Rolled Baperor, Prince 
Pussyfoot, if it did not cease immediately. The press conference 
was interrupted at this point when Col. Boris Allovitch, commander 
of the Csar's guard of 1000 mounted cossacka (observed stationed 
at the rear of the pressroom), saw a reporter reach into his coat 
for a new pen, and, presuming it was an assasination attempt, 
ordered his oossacks to charge. Hone of the press survived. 
The Csar later apoliglsed to the BBC (Bysantine Broadcasting 
Corp.) for this regrettable incident. The BBC was reported 
to have pulled its reporters out of Russia. The head of Reuters, 
Sir Tweddley Twaddlingham-Bmythe , summed up the general feelings 
of the press when he remarked, on hearing the news, "AAARBGH!"
